mE ore now JuBt fourteen miles 
1 on our Journey over tho Chll- 
I coot Pusa. The writer must 
I eonlesa that he had pictured 
I In hla mind a much more 
J terrible and arduous Journey 
hOH uctu.illy experienced. To 
say that the Party have enjoyed the 
walk thus far may appear to the ter- 
ror^BtrlcIsen newspaper reader extravn- 
. gant and bordering on the region or 
falsity— but auch haa really been the caae, 
l>f couroe travelilna haa boon rendered 
much eaaler by the fact that the peoiile 
along the route have given to us ao 
generously as to render It poaalble to 
ship our effects over the cable line to 
the summit. It will perhaps l>e of Inter- 
est to know that In Canon City and 
Sheep Camp (two very smill vl Inees) 
the people hove given us no leas than 
«6. 

M.>untalns, of course, have had to be 
climbed, rlvcra and creeks waded tliroucih 
or crossed by meaiia or a small fruit 
tree tbruwn across, besldei some rough, 
Blony land and a Iltt'e Binulne awumpy 
sround to be overcome— but apart from 
these oecurrenccB no ditfleultles have 
nrlHell. 

The scenery has been auperb, wilh the 
anow-clad mo'untaina majestically looking

rivers below ruahing atonj^ uL u terriflo 
rate, ond in their Burgling lending en- 
chantment to these lonely but rasclnnt- 
insly bcautirul spots. Sucii jflorles or 
Nature 1111 uiie'u iViiLiu ujiu beart n'ith 
thouglita ot the deepest and hlghcat 
reverence tor the God who caused them 
to exlat and continue. Among the multi- 
tudes ot thoughts, aome ot whlcli have 
dwell but a moment, others remulnine 
for longer reflecilon, this one has bsen 
uppermost— It Is man alone can spoil 
such pictures ot earth's lovo'ilneas. Na- 
ture truly Is in harmony and the eoii- 
traat Is lliua made here all the grentor 
where the rcstralnta of rlBhteousnesE 
accm to be ao often fllHcarded by .man. 

It -would be a hard heart indeed that 
could posa by the poor animals tugging 
along up the mountain steps with loada 
far too heavy for their endurance as 
wltnesaed by the niimeious akelttona to 
be found all alone the trull. Yei ii would 
be wrong to elve the Imprcsslan thai 
only men with hard hearts uud duel 
hands cxiat, or that thla la a rcfilon 
v.'herc only tlilcvca and rohbers thrive. 
Already have we seen scores of bcoutlfu> 
aplrlta. In fui-l audi aeema to be In the 
majority, even amidst surroundings whleh 
are often peculiarly adverse. These ad- 
mire the Army, and the fact that we are 
ofl\ccTS In It tlluU-.-. tor us sreal courlesy 
and willingness to assist and help us ill 
any way.

At Canyon City laat night we were lis- 
tened to with brealhless attention by 
nearly the whole population, which lo- 
aultod In blessing to many. uB evidenced 
bv those who grlpDcd ua warmly and etk'- 
nlfloantly by tho hun* at tho conclualon 
or the meeting we held there. 

Of Sheep Camp, Irom whieli I write, 
the same mleht he snld. We havo been 
received with greatoat Itlndnesa and In- 
trcBt, and have mode n mark for Qod 
and eternity. 

We erosa the summit early to-morrow 
and without doubt shall havo tho picaauro 
of sliding down tho other side aeni". whe- 
ther with the air or a rrlendly rude 
wullilngHllok or otherwise. Never mind, 
we'll got there somehow, und It will not

NuvorthelcsB, as the old adsge has It, 
"there 1h n silver llnlne to every cloud," 
and whilo wc on^Y, Bnnceeded In gettlnr^ 
the first oanoe Ave milea In the ono day. 
the next brought a wonderful change In 
the right direction. Having scoured two 
good sleighs, a sail was soon holated 
and a terriilc Bale blowing in our favor, 
when once started wc aped along with 
magnificent speed, so that the full acvcn 
miles were covered in a little more than 
two hours. 

TtilB done, our entire outRt was land- 
ed this distance beyoud the summit tn 
three days. "You tellowa beat alt crea- 
tion," was the expreaslon ot one individ- 
ual, and why shauldn't we ? We arc go- 
ins to Klondike tor a rlBhtcoua cause, 
and God Is with ua. It la a. remarkable 
thing (and not ao remarkable, after ail), 
at every t«77. tb'r.ga havo turned Iii our 
favor— on all sides we are treated with 
courtesy, kindness and words of cheer.

Never mind whether you feel about' It 
as you think you ought to fee], either 
now or hereafter. If you truly repent- 
It you are sorry for the past, and willing 
to serve Him with all your heart In the 
future— you have the authority of His 
word for tjelleving that He forgives every- 
thing, reevlvos you into Hl-i bosom, and 
loves you as His child, wimtevtr your 
feelings on the subject may be.

G. Get into uniform as aoon as possible. 
If you have cast it olT, If yeu nannot 
afford uniform straight away, get a badge 
of some kind and wear It. 

0, Fall Into line at once, march In the 
ranks, and get to work to save aomsbody 
else ; especially try to hunt up the p3or 
backsliders of your acquaintance nnd 
neighborhood. 

7. Watch against the sins or injul^. 
ences or whatever It was that led you 
aatray before, EspecWUy beware of your 
besetting sin. "You cannot prevent Its 
attucking you again, as it will do, but 
you can resist It nnfl conquer. You will 
bo a foolish person if you allow the 
devil' to lead you astray again thy the 
same snare that ruined you before. 

8. GIvfl yourself to a life of prayer, 
faith, and love, and usefulnes;^. Be u 
good soldier of Jesus Christ, and God will 
strengthen and keep you.
